He said he 
did not want to disturb the 
economies of the states in this 
way, but suggested that the 
business concerns, oil operators, 
and state boards should consider 
where their best interests lie. |

Propane-air gas exploded after 
leaking from mains in down-| 
town Keno yesterday and de-| 


stroyed five business buildings. 

Two persons were killed in| 
the three blasts and 41 were in- 
jured. The sheriff's office said | 
today that five previously un- 
accounted for persons had been 
found. 

Damage along Sierra street 
was estimated in excess of §2,- 
000,000, 


The block-square Masonic 
Temple and nearby business | 
buildings were hastily evacu- 


ated today after a strong smell 
of gas was noticed in the area. 

Because an unidentified cloth- 
ing store employe’ reacted | 
quickly when he smelled gas, a | 
much worse disaster was pre- 


vented. Except for that, said | 
‘Fire Chief Kar! Evans, the | 
death toll “could have been a 
hundred.” 


Evans and other officials still 
sought the cause and place of 
the leak of propane gas into at 
least three buildings. 

The first of the series of 
blasts occurred at 1:03 p.m., a 
few minutes after an employe 


store reported smelling gas in 
the basement. 

A crew of trouble shooters 
from the Sierra Pacific Power | 
Co. and a fire department res- 
cue squad under Capt. Andrew | 
Anderson rushed to the scene. | 
They evacuated nearly every 
one from the five buildings be- 
fore the fires started.

Army disclosed yesterday the 
results of field tests conducted 
last summer which indicate that 
the National Guard did poorly 
rather than well in comparison 
with the active Army units. 
The test results which were 
made known reversed the im- 
pression created earlier by an 
article in Army Times which 


quoted an official of the Conti- 
nental Army Command as prais- 
ing the National Guard’s per- 
formance. 

On the basis of the tests, con- 
ducted by Continental Army 
Command, it was recommended 
that two years of National 
Guard training be considered 
equivalent to eight weeks of 
Army basic training. 

Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Chief 
of Staff of the Army, cited the 
tests in support of the Army’s 
new regulation, effective April 
1, requiring six months active 
duty training of all National 
Guard recruits. 

Under present regulations the 
six months training period is 
optional for National Guards- 
men, who train in weekly pe- 
riods and for two weeks in sum- 
mer encampment. 

National Guard leaders op- 
pose the six months require- 
ment, claiming it will lower en- 
listments in their organizations. 
The Defense Department has in- 
sisted upon it, asserting Guard 
training now is inadequate.

The tests were specially de- 
signed to determine the equiva- 
lents of National Guard train- 
ing in terms of Army basic 
training. The tests cavered 
weapons handling, tactics and 
general subjects. 

The National Guard score in 
weapons handling was quite 
poor, but Army officials pointed 
out that National Guard sched- 
ules did not call for training in 
some weapons. 


In tactical tests, the Guard 
did better than the Army in 
night training, but both scores 
were low—40.7 per cent for the 
Cuard, compared with 30.9 for 
the Army. The National 
Guardsmen also outscored the 
Army in dismounted drill, 81.9 
per cent compared to 77.1 per 
cent, but it was noted that this 
drill was a National Guard 
strong point.

A Surgeon From Scotland Says

He Takes Advantage of 
Natural Ability. 


Modern medical techniques 
in postoperative care some- 
times tend to underestimate the 
human body’s natural capacity 
to recover from serious surgical 
or accidéntal injury, Dr. A. W. 
Wilkinson, senior lecturer on 
surgery at the University of | 

berdeen, Scotland, said here | 
yesterday. 

Dr. Wilkinson came here at 
the invitation of the Institute 
of Medical Education and Re- 
search at Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital, where the late Dr. 
Robert Elman and his associ- | 
ates have done notable research | 
on nourishment of surgical pa- 
tients. 


“I have been trying to treat 
patients as if they had a nat- 
ural ability to recover from se- 
vere injury,” Dr. Wilkinson said 
in an interview, “and have not 
been following what has re- 
cently become orthodox treat- 
ment.” 

He explained that in his 
studies in Scotland he departed 
from orthedox practice in that 
he did not give certain glucose 
and saline fluids intravenously 
to surgical patients for a period 
following their operations. 

Instead, Dr, Wilkinson let the 
patients get along without in- 
travenous replacement of normal 
fluid losses until they were able 
to take nourishment by moutb, 
about two days after surgery. 


He found they got along as well | 
as patients who received in- 
travenous fluids, he said. 


Dr. Wilkinson discussed his 
experience with a _ series of 
stomach surgery cases in con- 
ferences at Homer G. Phillips 
and City Hospitals, and at Wash- 
ington University School of 
Medicine. He noted that pro- 
cedures that worked in Scot- 
land might not apply every- 
where, because of variations of 
climate. 

“The main reason I went on 
with this,” he said, “was that 
I wanted to study the effects of 
injury unaccompanied by the 
effects of orthodox intravenous 
treatment.” 

Dr. Wilkinson paid tribute to 
the internationally known work 
of Dr. Elman, who was profes- 
sor of clinical surgery at Wash-

Brownell made the charge in 
a speech in Chicago and subse- 
quently before a Senate com- 
mittee he took what was said to 
be an unprecedented step in 
making public confidential FBI 
documents to try to establish 
his case. Certain aspects of this 
sudden outburst have never 
been cleared up and in hearings 
oh his nomination Brownell 
would probably be questioned 
about the attack. 

The Attorney General was 
campaign manager for former 
Gov.

As France Sees Algeria 


While insisting that the Algerian rebellion is 
an “internal” affair beyond United Nations juris- 
diction, French Foreign Minister Pineau ap- 
peared before the U.N. Assembly’s Political 
Committee to make sure that it has a “full 
knowledge of the facts.” This was in line with 
the statement made on Jan. 9 by Premier. Mol- 
let. He also outlined French policy so that “there 
should no longer be any ambiguity in the minds 
of the delegations in New York.” 

The Arabs, of course, disagree, and the final 
U.N. decision undoubtedly will be influenced by 
the desire of Western governments, other than 
France, not to offend them needlessly. It will 
not be an easy decision, although it probably 
will call for a U.N.-supervised election. 

Mollet and Pineau have ruled out such a 
plebiscite, but offer to conduct an election under 
the eyes of foreign observers chosen by Paris. 
Their reason for this is the fear that U.N. su- 
pervisors might include representatives of the 
Communist bloc and of the hostile Arab states— 
especially Egypt, which the French hold respon- 
sible for the revolt. 


“Within three months after the restoration of 
calm,” said Mollet, “elections will be organized 
with a single electoral college.”’ While promis- 
ing “strict equality’’ to all voters, “regardless 
of their origin and. religion,” Mollet also said 
that “France will never abandon Algeria.” This 
reflects the conviction that the revolt ‘is the 
work of a minority, and that most of the 8,- 
300,000 Moslems as well as the 1,200,000 Algeri- 
ans of European origin would vote for continued 
association with France. 

But in view of France’s failure to “pacify” 
the country, some Frenchmen do not share this 
optimism. For example, Le Monde declares that 
the government has two choices: “to prolong 
for a few years by force institutions that are 
doomed, or to build without delay new ones 
permitting interdependence.” 

France wisely made the latter choice in Tu- 
nisia and Morocco, but refuses to go as far in 
Algeria since for a century it has been regarded 
as much a part of France as are Normandy or 
Auvergne. “Independence,” according to Mollet, 
“would result in inevitable economic and social 
regression as well as political regression toward 
dictatorship or the quasi-feudal regime of cer- 
tain Arab states.” As an alternative, France of- 
fers greater autonomy within a “French com- 
monwealth,” more educational, economic, social 
and agricultural reforms, and a partnership in 
developing the untouched resources of the 
Sahara. 

These proposals surely have their merits. 
But after years of stubbornness, bloodshed and 
French mistakes, would the Algerians really 
agree with Mollet and Pineau? And if there is a 
chance for a new relationship of good faith and 
good will between them and the French, could 
not Paris promote this best by consenting to a 
vote under U.N. supervision? 
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Easy to See 


Millions of acres of good agricultural land 
have been allowed to be destroyed or dam- 
aged beyond repair by water erosion in this 
country.

Not Miles of Billboards 


Presumably the American people do not want 
to pay out nearly 30 billion dollarg for 41,000 
miles of potential billboard advertising sites. 
That is why Senator Neuberger of Oregon, in an 
address reprinted on this page, proposes legisla- 
tion to control commercial advertising along the 
new federal highways, 

Senator Neuberger .makes the simple int 
that motorists, through taxes, will pay to make 
such advertising possible simply by paying to 
build the new highways. Yet if nothing is done 
to control advertising, forests of billboards may 
hide forests of trees and other natural beauty 
from the motorist. Safety also is involved. 

This issue caused a furore in the early 1930s. 
At that time most states had adopted laws pro- 
hibiting commercial signs on public highway 
property. Massachusetts went further, put a $4 
annual tax on billboards and prohibited them 
within 50 feet of a highway right-of-way. In 
Canada, the Province of Quebec prohibited all 
billboards. 

Now the issue has been revived because, as 
Senator Neuberger says, construction of thous- 
ands of miles of new superhighways affords an 
opportunity which will not arise again to pre- 
serve esthetic values. Once the roads are built, 
once the billboards line them, it will be too late. 

Senator Neuberger’s solution is simple, though 
it will certainly add to the cost of new high- 
ways. He would permit the Federal Government 
to reimburse the states for buying advertising 
rights on private property within 500 feet of the 
public highway land. Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks has indicated he is considering a similar 
plan and its cost. 

Perhaps the nation’s road builders will come 
to view the cost of billboard control as part of 
the necessary cost of highway building. For it 
makes little sense to build beautiful roads but 
permit them to be surrounded by tasteless and 
sometimes dangerous distractions. 
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. The Time to Help Children 


The distressing story of the five young chil- 
dren living in a truck for six months, with only 
a kerosene lamp to warm them in sub-freezing 
temperatures, dramatizes a widespread need in 
our community. If. protective services, as the 
social workers call them, had been available, 
the welfare of these children might have been 
protected before so much suffering had taken 
place. Protective services are designed to per- 
mit a children’s or family agency to step in on 
its own initiative and act on behalf of children’s 
welfare while a home is still intact—hoping if 
possible to keep it intact. 

This preventive kind of effort is sorely 
wanted in the St. Louis community. The Child 
Welfare League of America hag seriously recom- 
mended it, with respect to the City. of St. 


. Louis, as a function of the Board of Children’s | 


Guardians. , Many children who are not re- 
duced to living in a truck nevertheless lack 
much the same sort of services. 

Is it humane to go on allowing the deteriorat- 
ing condition of such children to continue until 
it: has become a public disgrace? It seems 
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plainly far better to try to help as early as 
might be, and thus prevent their plight from 
ever becoming so extreme. 8 
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What Is Expected of Reserves 


Out of the bitter fight now being waged be- - 


fore a House Armed Services subcommitece 
hearing on the National Guard some important 
facts and some interesting allegations are emerg- 
ing. By the time the hearing is over the man 
who is interested in national defense and in 
where his tax money goes should have a better 
view of the military reserve situation. 

The very politically powerful National Guard 
Association is stoutly maintaining that if its re- 
cruits have to take & six-month period of active 
duty training the Guard will lose members, de- 
cline and become useless. The Department of 
the Army is just as vigorously asserting this 
training is necessary if the Guard is to have the 
proper readiness potential. 

Secretary of the Army Brucker revealed that 
the United States now pays some $900,000,000 
annually to its military reserve forces. As he 
summed up the Army’s case: “I do not favor 
spending such vast sums on a partially trained 
reserve, when, with the same investment, we 
can have a trained force in being, ready to fill 
the breach in an emergency.” That statement 
makes ‘sense. 

Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Army Chief of Staff, 
told how “our reserve anti-aircraft forces will 
be needed at once to man their weapons and 
defend the skies’ in event of an attack. Other 
units would be needed, also immediately, to go 
overseas and probably for civil defense duties 
at home, according to Gen. Taylor. 

In the face of such demands as these it seems 
that the question really should be: Is six months 
of basic training enough? Has it been forgotten 
that when the pace of war was much slower in 
the early 1940s—when there was no 600-mile-an- 
hour bomber flying at 50,000 feet with hydro- 
gen bombs—it took months for our reserve 
forces to be ready to fight? 

The sum of $900,000,000 is about one fortieth 
of the entire military budget. It is a good- 
ly sum that should be spent to sound purpose. 
The subcommittee should make sure that the na- 
tion is maintaining no military establishments 
that would require reorganization, -retraining 
and integration in some time of sudden crisis. 
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To Make a Real Change 


Our news columns relay reports that there 
will be further debate among the Charter Free- 
holders with respect to the size and composition 
of the Board of Aldermen, That is. heartening. 

The Freeholders have tentatively approved 
an aldermanic body set up on a 14-41 basis— 
that is, 14 aldermen elected by wards and the 
board president and four others elected from 
the city at large. This plan recognizes the need 
to change the existing system, but it does not 
make enough of a change to be effective. The 
old abuse of aldermanic courtesy will continue 
as strong as ever. 

Under aldermanic courtesy the aldermen 
elected by wards covertly agree to permit each 
other full authority over legislation affecting 
their own wards. Thus each alderman has 
virtually unlimited power in his own bailiwick. 
The tail wags the dog. 

Under the 7-7-1 plan, supported by a substan- 
tial minority of the Freeholders, the community- 
wide view would be put on equal footing with 


that of the neighborhood. Aldermanic courtesy 


as it is practiced today to the detriment of the 
city as a whole would be a thing of the past, 
and. minority groups ‘would enjoy fair repre- 
sentation. 

In other words, 7-7-1 would provide a real 
change, one which ought to make the Board of 
Aldermen an arena for statesmanship and the 
focus of community progress. Let us hope that 
the Freeholders will reconsider and then reject 
the inadequate 14-4-1 plan and adopt one that 
meets the needs of the times—7-7-1. 
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Two Sound Proposals 

It is regrettable the Missouri House has so 
quickly and with so little discussion killed the 
proposals to allow the people to vote on two 
amendments concerning the office of Governor. 

One proposal, which was sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Curran of St. Louis, would have 
submitted an amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion to allow the Governor to serve two terms. 
The other, sponsored by Representative Jones 
of Clayton provided for a vote on an amend- 
ment for off-year elections for Governor, as in 
New York, California and many other states, in- 
stead of in presidential election years. 

Both proposals were meritorious, although 
the Curran bill would have been better had it 
merely removed the succession prohibition and 
said nothing about “two terms.” Both would 
have done no more than place the issues before 
the people. 

The amendment to take Missouri out of the 
small category which prohibits a Governor from 
succeeding himself lost by only 21 votes. That 
for off-year elections of Governor failed by just 
a few more. 

This showing was relatively very good for the 
first time these changes were proposed. Re- 
forms so desirable will be adopted some day 
and when they are Representatives Curran and 
Jones—a Democrat and a Republican, incidental- 
ly—can take satisfaction in the leadership they 
provided in January, 1957. 
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The Meramec: Missouri Resource 

The St. Louis County Council has with com- 
mendable zeal taken on itself the problem of the 
Meramec River system watershed. Conflicting 
methods for flood control have been drawn up 
by two United States agencies. The Army En- 
gineers favor a small number of relatively large 
dams and reservoirs, the Soil Conservation 
Service a large number of relatively small dams 
and reservoirs. Whatever method or combination 
of methods is used, the County Council is legiti- 
mately) interested, for flood control could re- 
store to the tax rolls many acres of land now 
appraised at only nominal value. 

What any single county may do, however, will 
be limited. Fifteen Missouri counties are in- 
volved in the Meramec watershed, which with 
the tributary Big and Bourbeuse rivers embraces 
almost 4000 square miles. When, furthermore, 
the experts are disagreed, as they are on the 
Meramec, laymen find themselves in a quan- 
dary. It can conceivably take a little time for 
enough of the differences to be composed to 
make a start. 

Meenwhile there is one proposition respect- 
ing the Meramec with which everyone should 
be agreed. And that is, that pollution of the 
stream should be stopped. The Meramec }s one 
of the chief recreational waters of this populous 
area. The United States Public Health Service 
and the Missouri Division of Health have in 
preparation a comprehensive plan for pollution 
abatement there. 

When the plan is made public, as it should be 
soon, everyone concerned with the well-being 
of this fine Missouri resource should have an 
excellent starting point for united action. 
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Scenic Beauty or Billboards?

Senator says unless nation acts quickly, fine new superhigh- 
ways will run between a forest of advertising signs; urges 
legislation to control billboards, protect scenery; would let gov- 
ernment buy advertiging rights within 500 feet of roadway. 


Senator Richard L. Neuberger of Oregon in an Address to the 
United States Senate, Reprinted From the Congressional Record 


Mr. President, with the 50-billion-dol- 
lar federal-aid highway program which 
Congress enacted last year, we are 
about to enter upon a new era of high- 
way transportation in America. Over 
the next 13 years, a new network of 
highways will be constructed, to con- 
nect every corner of the country with 
modern, fast roads. 


The construction of these thousands 
of miles of new highways gives us once 
more the opportunity to preserve the 
aesthetic — as well 
as the merely eco- 
nomic — values of 
such travel through 
the American land- 
scape. The oppor- 
tunity, if lost now, 
would not soon 
come again. 

Unless we give 
thought now to the 
question .of what 
the traveler is to 
see, as he cruises 
through the fields 
and forests and 
mountains and p. ' 
prairies of Amet- Richard L. Neuberger 
ica, we know that he will see what we 
see along other highways today: Signs 
and billboards, large flat boards plaeed 
to capture his attention, designed with 
all the skill commercial artists can mus- 
ter, to hammer into his consciousness 
the virtues of a cigarette, a whisky, a 
brand of automobile or gasoline. 


State Control Is Preserved 


Mr. President, I beliewe the traveler 
on these future ways, in his car or 
bus, should be able to see the beauty 
and the grandeur of our country with- 
out the insistence and garish distrac- 
tions of commercial advertising. 


For that reason, I introduce today a 
bill which will make it possible to avoid 
the construction along the National 
System of Interstate and Defense High- 
ways of the artificial thickets of bill- 
boards and signs which we have almost 
come. to take for granted along our 
present automobile roads. 


I might mention, Mr. President, that 
I sought to have a provision on the 
same subject included in the highway 
bill when it came before the Senate 
last year. However, the language which 
was in the bill as it was reported by 
our committee was eliminated before 
its enactment, due to certain misgivings 
about the possibility that the provision 
might interfere with the traditional 
state control over the highways. To 
avoid any misunderstandings on this 
subject, I shall explain at this point 
what my present bill provides. 


It is a short bill. Under Section 1 of 
the bill, the Secretary of Commerce is 


directed to prepare a set of standards . 


of limitations on the erection of bill- 
boards, to carry out a national policy 
of protecting scenic beauty as well as 
travel safety along the national system. 


Not All Signs Barred 


These standards will be recommenda- 
tions and advisory only, insofar as high- 
ways built on land under control of the 
several states are concerned. However, 
if the state wishes to accept these 
standards and to exclude commercial 
advertising billboards along its new, 
limited-access interstate highways, it 
will be able to do this in its agree- 
ment with the Bureau of Public Roads, 
under which it receives in federal funds 
90 per cent of the cost of the highway. 

The cost of purchasing the advertis- 
ing rights within 500 feet of the right- 
of-way will be includable in the high- 
way costs, and 90 per cent of it will be 
reimbursable from federal funds, This 
is provides under Section 4 of the bill. 

nder Section 3, the standards pre- 
pared by the Secre of Commerce 
are to be translated into reg- 
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ulations applicable to federally owned 
or controlled lands. 


The standards themselves are to re- 
strict signs within 500 feet of the right- 
of-way of the interstate highways to 
three kinds of signs: Those necessary 
for highway information and directions, 
those advertising property adjacent to 
the highway for sale, and those adver- 
tising services available to motorists 
on premises adjacent to and accessible 
from the highway. 


Mr. President, America’s highways 
could be scenic corridors through the 
beauty and the variety of our land, un- 
interrupted by unsightly billboards. But 
the tourists, instead of seeing a vista 
of green hills and white-foamed rivers, 
is pursued everywhere by blatant de- 
mands that he buy this or that chew- 
ing gum or some particular brand of 
soap or liquor or shoe polish. 

The motorist pays for the road with 
his fuel and vehicle taxes. He ought 
at least to have the right to glimpse the 
grandeur which the Almighty created 
throughout the countryside. 


Affront to the Motorist 


Let me emphasize that it Is the’ mo- 
torist’s money which makes the 
billboard site of value. If the highway 
were not there, the signboard would 
be worth less than a Continental dollar. 
The highway, paid for by the motorist, 
makes valuable the signboard which the 
motorist is forced to look at while 
traveling through the land. Surely our 
federal and state governments owe it to 
the touring public to keep the magnif- 
icent American outdoors from being 
scarred and marred by a vast confetti 
of billboards. 

Mr, President, I have seen prop- 
aganda from the billboard industry 
which informs us that the industry is 
performing a public service by prevent- 
ing lazy motorists from falling asleep 
at the wheel, hypnotized by the natural 
scenery and the road, 

Imagine such effrontery. In other 
words, if the billboards were not there, 
the driver might nod at his post- be- 
cause all he then could look at would 
be the spectacle of sky and mountain 
or lake or field or forest. Have we 
become so dependent upon artificial 
stimuli, so addicted to drugs of the 
advertising industry, that we must be 
saved by its billboards from falling to 
sleep over the view of our country as 
bountiful nature gave it to us?

More Math for the Million 


THE WORLD OF MATHEMATICS: A 
SMALL LIBRARY OF THE LITERA- 
TURE OF MATHEMATICS FROM 
A’H-MOSE’ THE SCRIBE TO ALBERT 
EINSTEIN. Presented with commentaries 
and notes by James R. Newman. (Simon 
& Schuster, 4 vols., 2535 pgs., $20.) 
These four volumes are a treasure- 

trove of. choice reading and they can 

easily provoke enthusiastic interest, 
especially among those who don’t even 
suspect that such fascinating words 
have been written about mathematical 
ideas. Notwithstanding the bulk and 
the price, James R. Newman’s “small 
library” (a truly descriptive phrase), 
will probably, if it hasn’t done so al- 
ready, reach a wider audience than any 
single related book since Lancelot Hog- 

ben introduced the subject to the mil- 

lion, some years ago. 

The range of topics covered—as indi- 
cated in the sub-title—is enormous, and 
Mr. Newman, who spent 15 years put- 
ting his anthology together, has made 
no attempt to dilute the original classics 
by re-writing them in popular style. 
There is really no need to. The an- 
thologist’s contention, that great mathe- 
matical thought can be understood by 
the intelligent adult who is willing to 
read carefully, seems to be more than 
vindicated,

Admittedly some of the selections will 
challenge even the most careful reader 
if he lacks a background in mathe- 
matics, but reading the four volumes 
from beginning to end will provide 


‘him with a respectable background in 


historical mathematical theory and a 
rewarding mental experience as well. 
In every sense, it is a library the indi- 
vidual can grow to meet. 

The authors of the 133 essays, ar- 
ticles and stories (two of which are 
complete books in themselves), include 


‘some names you would expect to find 


in a collection like this, such as Archi- 
medes, Galileo and Euler, but there are 
also some surprises—such as G. B. 
Shaw, who never used a logarithm in 
his life and “could not undertake to 
extract the square root of four without 
misgivings,” but wrote expertly about 
the calculus of chance as “The Vice 
of Gambling and the Virtue of Insur- 
ance.”

There is a short story by Aldous 
Huxley, and, while most of us know 
that Lewis Carroll was a mathema- 
tician, not sO many know Stephen Lea- 
cock as an economist. Two Leacock 
pieces, written in saucy vein, are in- 
cluded. There are many famous papers, 
uch as Parson Malthus’s “Essay on 

opulation,” Durell’s explanation of 
the theory of relativity in “Alice 
Through the Looking Glass” terms, and 
Vajda’s paper on game theory. 

Along the middle ground of diffi- 
culty are some stimulating articles on 
the symbiosis of mathematics with art, 
music and the social sciences, which 
discuss the applications of number 
theory to foreign politics, warfare and 
the newfangled computing machines, 
These papers in particular reveal hori- 
zons of human thought beyond the 
vision of the layman's wildest dreams,

Ordinarily an anf@ler can sit 
placidly through February be- 
fore a roaring log fire and 
dream of fishing conquests that 
dwell only in pleasant retrospec- 
tion. Each burning ember turns 
into a huge bass or some other 
fish that has in the past fallen 
victim to his lures. Logs burned 
down to small, glowing, evenly- 
sized sections become fly rods, 
and the sputtering coals are 
transformed into Royal Coach- 
men, Silver Doctors, and other 
lures that in by-gone days have 
taken trophy-sized fish for the 
dreamer. 

“No use in starting too early 
this season,” he muses: “Every 
year fishing fever strikes far too 
early. This year I'll wait for Old 
Man Sun to warm the water and 
soothe the aches in the creaking 
bones before going angling. Too 
many days are wasted. It takes 
a few warm, moist nights in 
Jate May and even the warmer 
days and nights of June for the 
fish to get really hungry and 
make fishing worthwhile. Yes 
siree ... take your time... 
take your time.” . 

The next day the postman 
brings to the door the new fish- 
ing catalog. It is a gaudy thing 
and illustrated in many colors 
with a bass leaping almost off 
the front cover. A brilliant yel- 
low plug, with a big red eye, is 
impaled in the fish’s wide-open 
mouth and the water explosion 
below the picture is so real that 
the resolutions of the night be- 
fore are instantly forgotten. 


Glass and Plastic Tackle. 


With trembling fingers the 
catalog is opened and the pages 
hastily turned to see what im- 
provements have been made in 
the new plugs and flies and 
rods and reels and the dozens 
of other gadgets that fill the 
book. Plastics, fiberglass, nylons 
and other synthetics have re- 
placed steel, cork, and bamboo. 
Floating, diving, deep- and 
medium-running plugs are listed 
as essential in the tackle box if 
the fisherman is to be classed 
asa@ “man of distinction” in the 
angling world. 

Spinning, fly and bait cast- 
ing rods ate now “made of 
hundreds of thousands of fine 
quality glass fibers, each one 
smaller than a human hair, 
and uniformly stretched and 
bonded by heat under tension 
with specially prepared resin 
into a solid rod.” You search 

inly through the pages for a 
single rod constructed of bam- 
boo, and a nostalgic feeling 
comes to the angler that the| 
‘fine quality glass fibers” do | 
not quite satisfy. Izaak Walton | 
cpuldn’t have found one of his 
beloved lancewood rods if he 
had searched through all the 
fishing literature for the last 25 
years. 

' Gone also are the old plugs 
constructed of balsa or other 
woods that fleated as lightly 
as a feather. Plastics have re- 
placed them. No longer are 
famous flies known under the 
nomenclature of ginger quill, | 
Jock Scott, dusty miller. and 
a hundred or more names that 
were used in by-gone days to 
identify specific patterns, The 
angler of Yesteryear took pride 
in the number of patterns he 
could identify. The modern an- 
gler knows but few of them— 
and cares less; ‘the catching of 
the fish is the main objective. 

+‘ Reels Once Made by Hand. 

Back in Kentucky at the turn 
of the century the first jeweled, 
free action reels were con- 
structed. They were made on 
order and often six months 
would elapse before the angler 
could expect to receive his 
treasure. Strike the handle a 
sharp blow and the spool would 


revolve for a full minute be- |$15 


fore coming to a stop. The 
level-winding apparatus had not 
been invented at that time. To- 
day a few of these hand-made 
reels are seen in tournament 
casting but mass production of 
more modern reels has stopped 
their output and they, too, are 
a pleasant memory. 

Modern casting reels are 
geared for any weight lure and 
can be disassembled in a matter 
of seconds and put together in 
a “jiffy.” They are light in 
weight and many of them are 
constructed to eliminate back- 
lash. Fly reels are mostly au- 
tomatic and many spinning 
reels have “everlasting” nylon 
gears. They will handle all 
weights of lures—if the mono- 
filament line is of the proper | 
test. | 

Perhaps no other sport can 
match fishing’s giant strides in| 
modernizing equipment in re-' 
cent years. The 15-hook plug | 
is as antiquated as Rip Van 
Winkle. Rods are built for dis- 
tance, accuracy and _ lasting 
qualities. Reels now will han- 
dle most any type of lure or} 
line. Lures do not become 
beaten up and lose their color- 
ation after a few days’ use. 

And when the fishing tackle 
catalog arrives, even on a bleak 
wintry day, fishing fever mounts 
and the dreamer forgets the 
visions of bygone expeditions 
ahd eagerly thumbs through its 
pages to see what new models 
can be added to the tackle box. | 
When Neighbor Brown yells, | 
“Hey, Bill, they’re biting,” he 
is off to the streams and lakes | 
regardiess of the time of year.

AFL-CIO ORDERS 
THREE UNIONS 


TOGLEAN HOUSE 


They Are Given 90 
Days to Reform or 
Get Out of Labor 


Federation. 


MIAMI BEACH, Feb. 6 (UP) 
~—Three big labor unions have 
been ordered to clean house 
within 90 days or get out of the 
AFL-CIO. 

The federation’s executive 
council last night accused the 
unions, with memberships total- 
ing 170,000, of being “domi- 
nated, controlled and _ sub- 
stantially influenced by corrupt 
influences.” 

The council told the three 
unions they must rid themselves 
of leaders involved in welfare 
fund abuses in order to stay in 
the AFL-CIO. The _ unions 
denied the accusations and 
criticized the council action. 

The unions are the Laundry 
Workers International, the Dis-. 
tillery, . Rectifying and Wine 
Workers International, and the 
Allied Industrial Workers. 

Jurisdictional Row. 

Before the council winds up 
its conference today it will take 
up several important matters, 
including a jurisdictional dis- 
pute between the steelworkers 
union and the sheet metal work- 


ers. 

Union leaders indicated, how- 
ever, that the long-standing ju- 
risdictional feud between craft 
and. industrial “unions within 
the AFL-CIO probably would 
not be settled at the confer- 
ence. 

AFL-CIO President George 
Meany said that each of the 
three accused unions “expressed 
a desire to co-operate and) 
clean up.” 


two years ago. 

“I hope they will,” Meany 
said, “but I can assure you 
. . . if they don’t comply com- 
pletely and fully they will be 
suspended. That is the unani- 
mous feeling of the council.” 

He added: “I hope there is 
enough decency at the top of 
these unions and enough pres- 
sure from the membership at 
the bottom to: get this thing 
cleaned up. If not, the situa- 
tion is hopeless and the AFL- 
CIO does not want to associate 
with these unions.” 

The unanimous council reso- 
lution ordered the unions to 
eliminate corrupt influences 
and to “eliminate from holding 
any position or office . .. in 
either the international union 
or any of its subordinate bod- 
ies, those who tolerate or are 
responsible for these abuses.” 

The resolution did not iden- 
tify any specific officials, leav- 
ing it up to the union to decide 
which — officials must re- 
moved in order for the organi- 
zation to remain in the AFL- 
CIO. Each of the unions had 
taken “housecleaning” ~ action 
previous to the council deci- 
sion, but Meany said it was “ob- 
viously not enough.” 

The .three unions will be 
called before the next council 
meeting, in about 90 days, and 
asked to show that they have 
cleaned house in accordance 
with the ultimatum. The coun- 
cil then will vote on whether 
to suspend any. or all of the 
three unions. 

In another action yesterday, 
the executive council -. upheld 
Meany’s action in expelling 
Charles Naddeo, executive of a 
Philadelphia can workers local, 
and suspending the local’s other 
officers. All were accused of 
improper management of union 
affairs.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Feb. 6— 
In giving three international 
unions 90 days to clean up or 
be suspended the AFL-CIO ex- 
ecutive council was actuated by 
the principle that unions are 
the property of members rather 
than officers. 

George Meany, AFL-CIO 
president in announcing the 
council’s action, was pessimis- 
tic whether the Laundry Work- 
ers, the Distillery Workers, and 
the Allied Industrial Workers 
would be able to correct corrupt 
conditions in time, certainly not 
through initiative from the top. 

But he regarded decision of 
the council, based on evidence 
sifted for months by its ethical 
practices committee, as an ap- 
peal to the rank and file to 
force reform “from the bottom 
up.” Such a change now is 
necessary in order to save the 
three unions from suspension 
by the council and inevitable 
subsequent expulsion by the 
AFL-CIO convention here next 
November. The convention alone 
has power to expel. 

There are 73,000 Allied In- 
dustrial Workers, 72,000 Laun- 
dry Workers, and 25,000 in the 
Distillery Workers union, All 
were former AFL affiliates. 

Instead of making specific 
charges such as welfare fund 
abuses and other irregularities 
cited by the Douglas committee 
in the Senate, the council sim- 
ply found the unions guilty of 
a constitutional violation “as 
being dominated, controlled and

SCHWEITZER ASKS 
EISENHOWER TO 
SUPPORT FRANCE

PARIS, “Feb. 6—Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer has sent a personal 
letter to President Eisenhower 
to urge that the United States 
support France in the contro- 
versy over Algeria in the United 
Nations. 


Dr. Schweitzer, who has spent 
much of his life in Africa and 
who received the Nobel peace 
prize in 1952 for his humani- 
tarian work there, wrote from 
Lambarene, Gabon, French 
Equitorial Africa, where he 
operates a hospital for the na- 
tives. 

It was understood here that 
Dr. Schweitzer emphasized the 
importance attached in France 
to avoidance of an adverse vote 
in the U.N., and especially to 
the United States in the debate. 

It was understood the letter 
was not political but rather an 
appeal for aid in avoiding a 
crisis that some in France fear 
might affect adversely the role 
France plays in Europe and in 
the North Atlantic alliance.

very careful not to make any 
criticism of any kind. But you 
reach a point sometimes—and 
this was it.” 


Whereupon Charlie issued an 
official communique saying he 
was “very proud” of his wife, 
told a committee of the Con- 
gress he wouldn’t be around to 
be badgered for a while and took 
his Jessie Ann off to Florida 
for a vacation. 

This is a reminder of a very 
important point in life—name- 
ly, that a man’s first and last 
line of defense, even if he is 
the Secretary of Defense, is his 
wife.

Among these is ‘the fact that 
these famous officials, who are 
supposed to do no wrong in a 
world where it is almost impos- 
sible to be right, are men who 
pull on their pants one leg at 
a time just like other men, and 
have wives with feelings, even 
as you and I. 

The pity is that they don’t 
speak up more often, for while 
the pleasures of official life are 
many, the ordeals are at least 
as great. 

Save for the butterflies, who 
love the parties and the ridicu- 
lous social pretenses of this ex- 
pense-account town, the Gov- 
ernment officials’ wives are not 
as a rule at ease in the big of- 
ficial limousines, the endless 
receiving lines and the big crys- 
tal chandelier dining rooms. 

They come to these things, 
most of them, late in life from 
simpler backgrounds. They 
worry about their children 
growing up in what seems to 
many of them an unreal and 
bogus atmosphere. They are 
properly impressed by the 
majesty and tradition of this 
beautiful community, but they 
see their husbands working too 
hard and gradually being more 
impressed than they should be 
by the endless flattery that 
goes with power. 

Men such as Dulles and Nix- 
on and Stassen get inured to 
criticism, for they dish it out, 
they love the struggle and they 
get the satisfaction of pride and 
position. But what of their 
wives? 

This is one of the endless 
perils of official life in Wash- 
ington. The men learn to say 
a lot of things without disclos- 
ing anything. Indeed, saying 
nothing at great length even- 
tually becomes a rather pleas- 
ant official game. But their 
women are accustomed before 
they come here to saying what 
they think, and it is only later

Case of Ferhat Abbas. 

Young Arab spokesmen for | 
years looked to the West for 
guidance in achieving a new 
Arab unity through economic, 
social and political development 
and reform. Such a man was 
Ferhat Abbas, who went to 
school to French teachers in 
Algeria, learned to be a drug- 
gist and opened his own store 
at the town of Setif, on a windy 
plateau east of Algiers. 

Politically active, he co-op- 
erated closely with the French 
—his own wife was a French- 
woman—and was elected to. 
serve in the French Parliament, | 
in Paris. 

After 25 years of working 
with the French he finally be- 
came convinced that French 
“civilization” in Algeria meant 
French colonial rule, and no 
more. Last April, Abbas closed 
his drugstore and fled to the 
hills to join the guerrillas. 

He was here in the U.N., this 
week, when the French Foreign 
Minister, Christian Pineau, told 
the political committee that un- 
der no circumstances would 
France allow Algeria the kind 
of independence finally grant- 
ed to Algeria’s neighbors, Mo- 
rocco and Tunisia. Abbas also 
heard Syria’s Zeineddine de- 
clare that “independence has 
never been granted. It is al- 
ways taken.” 

Zeineddine may be acting to 
some degree in the interests of 
Soviet Russia, as the best-in- 
formed neutral delegates think 
he is, but to Ferhat Abbas, the 
former Francophile druggist of 
Setif, now a leader of the Al- 
gerian front of national libera- 
tion, the Syrian speaks for 
all Arabs. The story of Ferhat 
Abbas can be repeated many 
times in the Middle East: It is 
the story of waning western in- 
fluence in the Arab world. 


IRISH ELECTIONS

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who was born in New York,

Sinn Fein ideas on economic 
policy are hazy. Party spokes- 
men say that if the border is 
abolished and the country unit- 
ed everything will be lovely. 
One party member has said 
that the North Ireland ship- 
yards at Belfast would be busy 
night and day, building fishing 
boats, though the shipyards 
workers outnumber the coun- 
try’s fishermen by at least five 
to one. 


The Sinn Feiners have little 
time to prepare for an election. 
The amount of money that they 
can raise depends upon the 
generosity of American support- 
ers on whom the party and the 
I.R.A. depend heavily. 

At a recent trial of men 
charged with illegal member- 
ship in the I.R.A. the prosecu- 
tion produced a notebook kept 
by one of them showing dollar 
receipts. From May 1954 to 
July 1955 they totalled more 
than $15,000. 

Issues of United Irishmen, a 
one-sheet Sinn Fein newspaper, 
used to carry acknowledge- 
ments to Americans who pro- 
vided funds. It is believed here 
that active organizers are few 
in number and many of them 
are recent immigrants in the 
United States. 

They organize functions and 
raise money, ostensibly for de- 
pendents of I1.R.A. men jailed.

Special Powers Act.

However, while the present 
mood of frustration over par- 
tition and the lack of economic 
progress exist in the republic 
the urge to seek a solution by 
violence will continue.

Throne Speech Assails 1.R.A. 


read to the opening of the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland 


in Belfast yesterday, in behalf 


of the British throne, described 
the operations of Irish national- 
ist guerrillas as “outrages” and 
“aggression.” 

(Throne speeches are under- 
stood to reflect the policy of 
the government in power in 
Britain.) 

The speech, read by Lord 
Wakehurst, Governor General 
of Northern Ireland, said in 
part: 

“Duri recent weeks the 
peace an@ security of Northern 
Ireland have been gravely dis- 
turbed by a series of armed 
attacks which have resulted in 
loss of life and serious damage 
to property... 

“My Government are grateful 
to the armed forces of the 
Crown for their co-operation in 
the task of preventing further 
outrages and have taken re- 
solute action by every means in 
their power to insure that the 
community is adequately de- 
fended against a repetition of 
such aggression.” 


James McSparran, leader of 
nationalist opposition, con- 
demned the Irish Republican 
Army’s campaign of violence. 

“It do not believe that raids 
and guerrilla warfare will 
achieve a solution to the prob- 
lem of partition,” he said. “Our 
policy is not one of physical 
force.” 

McSparran said he would 
rather Ireland remained par- 
titioned for thirty years, and 
the question then be settled by 
consent, than that it should be 
solved in ten months by war. 

Prime Minister Viscount 
Brookeborough called the 
speech “courageous.”

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plan for 1957 which he drew up

O THE Senate and House

* oo ame General Assem- 

in my budget message, I pre- 
sented to you a report on the 
state of the Government along 
with my budgetary recom- 
mendations for the coming fis- 
cal year. This was in accord- 
ance with directives of our Con- 
stifution which also states that 
the Governor shall recommend 
to the General Assembly for its 
consideration such measures as 
he shall deem necessary and ex- 
pedient. 

You will recall certain fiscal 
facts brought out in my budget 
message. The facts which most 
readily bring out the points I 
wish to make are found in the 
general revenue portion of the 
Budget. They are facts that 
constitute realities which I am 
duty bound to keep in mind if 
I am to recommend sound 


solution of the problems faced 
by our state government. 
Higher Revenue Estimate. 

. First, the estimate of antici- 
pated revenues in my budget 
message marks a change from 
the past policy of estimating 
revenues rather conservatively. 
The general revenue estimate 
of $170,000,000 which I have | 
made for the 1957-58 fiscal year, 
instead, is in line with the trend 


that has been prevailing. It is 
several million dollars higher 
than it would have been under | 
the previous policy of estimat- 
ing revenues conservatively. 

Secondly, even with this esti- 
mate of revenues, we can fi- 
nance the ~budget requests of 
state agencies for the coming 
biennium only by dipping 
deeply into our general revenue 
balance. To finance appropria- 
tions at the level submitted in 
the budget necessitates going 
into the balance to the extent 
of $18,000,000. This means that, 
actually, our present taxes are 
not producing revenues to fi- 
nance on a continuing basis the 
present state services at the 
level at which they have been 
reauested. 

Thirdly, I do not have the 
budget staff that would be 
needed to analyze and investi- 
gate the budget requests which 
have been made to determine 
their soundness. — 

In this situation, in order to 
protect, in so far as possible, 
any state services from hardship 
while a solution to our most 
difficult fiscal problem could 
be found, I submitted to you 
the‘ budget requests of the state 
agencies in full on a one-year 
basis while requesting the 
necessary budget staff and fa- 
cilities to enable myself and fu- 
ture Governors to present prop- 
erly screened budget requests 
to you in the future. This means

Defense Budget Cut 
Only Slightly. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (UP) 
Official sources ‘said today the 
new Russian budget appeared 
to provide for only a slight dip 
in defense spending, if any. 

Soviet Finance Minister Ar- 
seni Zverev told the Supreme 
Soviet that the 1957 arms 
budget would be cut about 6 
pér cent from 1956. 

He said this was made possi- 
ble by a cut in Soviet armed 
forces. 

Official sources said the 1957 
Soviet spending program seems 
to continue the post - Stalin 
trend toward leveled-off arms 
outlays, but the Soviet citizen 
apparently can look forward to 
only a slightly eased military 
burden at the most. 

The budget provided that 16 
per cent of this year’s expendi- 
tures go to military use. But 
that percentage is exclusive of 
guided missile, rocket and nu- 
clear weapons expenditures for 
which figures were not dis- 
closed. 

Officials pointed out that since 
Russian industry is state-owned, 
the Russian national budget is 
virtually the same as the Rus- 
sian gross national product. 
Consequently, when the Rus- 
sians announced that their arms 
figure would be 16 per cent of 
their budget, they were saying 
in effect that they would spend 
16 per cent of their national 
product on arms in 1957. 

American defense spending 
will run 10.7 per cent of the 
gross national product. 


SPECIAL INSPECTION ORDER 
FOR SOME SMALL PLANES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP) 
—The Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration has ordered a spe- | 
cial inspection procedure for 
certain small airplanes—includ- 
ing those of the type used by 
President Eisenhower—to guard 
against engine trouble. 

Planes affected are those 
equipped with the Lycoming 
engines used in the twin- 
engine Aero Commander, which 
is the plane the President uses 
between Washington and his 
Gettysburg (Pa.) farm. The en- 
gines are also used in the 
Beech D-50 and E-~50 airplanes. 

The CAA said in mid-January 
it had received at least five re- 
ports of pistons in the en 
burning out from  undeter- 
mined causes.

The plain truth is if we 
enact any new programs at 
this time we will be doing so 
without knowing where the 
money is coming from, or if 
it will be available at all, to 
pay for them on a continu- 
ing and permanent basis. Fur- 
ther, until the budget staff 
for which I have requested 
funds has been assembled I 
have no means to secure the 
analyses of proposed and 
pending new programs which 
will provide me with the sat- 
isfactory information as to 
their costs immediately and 
potentially. As earnestly as I 
desire a number of the new 
programs I cannot at this 
time make recommendations 
that would simply amount to 
guessing the state into inde- 
terminate new costs. 

A further consideration is 
this: As I talk to department 
heads and make other studies 
of state government opera- 
tions, I find that in some 
cases we need to be better 
prepared to handle new pro- 
grams than we are at the pres- 
ent time. Here the budget 
staff would help but there 
are other matters in the field 
of administration which 
should have attention before 
present services are expanded 
or added to.

Qutside of the expanded 
budget staff and the other im- 
provements of services that can 
be brought about within the 
budget I have submitted to you, 
I am recommending only one 
other expansion in state serv- 
ices at this time and that is one 
for which financing is available 
on a permanent basis from pres- 
ent revenues and one justified 
by what I believe is our most 
pressing emergency — the 
slaughter on our highways. We 
had an all-time record of 1123 
traffic deaths last year. I be- 
lieve we must authorize expan- 
sion of our Highway Patrol now 
and plan for a much larger pa- 
trol. It has been demonstrated 
that there is a direct relation 


the extent to which highways 
are patrolled. 


More extensive patrolling of 
our highways can be financed 
on a continuing basis from pres- 
ently available highway reve- 
nues. This will not affect the 
general revenue fiscal situation, 
which I have described earlier in 
this message. Further, the expan- 
sion of this service can be made 
in light of the other criteria that 


I have mentioned herein as be- 
ing essential before we take on 
|new or expanded services—the 
| necessary cost data is available 
and so is the administrative ma- 


To give you an example of chinery. 


what I mean, in the field of | 
mental health you took the for- | 
ward looking step two years 
ago of providing traveling 


clinics. Your appropriation for | 
this service was $480,000 for 
the present biennium. During 


appropriation period I must rely 
upon your appropriations com- 
mittees to do much of the 
screening of budget requests 

which I would have done had I 
had an adequate staff. 

Calls for Careful Study. 

And I want to say to the ap- 
propriations committees that in 
making a searching scrutiny of 
all budget requests they will 
have my hearty approval and 
appreciation. In this connection 
may I cite an example of what 
can be accomplished by a state 
agency's reappraisal of its own 
budget request. 

President Elmer Ellis of the 
University of Missouri and the 
Comptroller of that institution, 
Mr. R. H. Bezoni, have re- 
studied the University’s re- 
quirements and have reduced 
the University’s request for the 
1957-58 fiscal year by $764,358. 
I commend that action. I hope 
other state agencies will also re- 
study their requests and in as 
many cases as possible transmit 
to me similar recommendations 
which I can, in turn, transmit 
to your appropriations commit- 
tees. 

‘The one-year appropriation 
plan which I recommended in 
my budget message permits us 
to finance the school founda- 
tion in full for the coming year 
and temporarily to maintain 
our other services at a satis- 
factory level. But it is neces- 
sary to keep in mind that this 
is an interim plan made possi- 
ble only through the use of non- 
recurring revenue. 


Before long, in my judg- 
ment, we are going to have 
to have new taxes to meet 
the demands that are being 
placed upon present state 
services. But as you know, 
added taxes are not easy to 
impose. The case for them 
must not only be one that is 
genuine, but the public must 
be convinced that it is in fact 
genuine. In the case of our 
present services, if we found 
it impossible to secure new 
revenues, we could still 
maintain these services on a 
permanent basis by reducing 
their level to fit our present 
regularly recurring income. 

A reduction in the level of 
our present services is not | 
pleasant to contemplate, but if 
the revenues were insufficient 
our present services could be 
maintained at a lower level and 
by efficiencies and economies 
we could try to maintain them 
as satisfactorily as possible. 

The situation is different with 
new programs and services. We 
do not have any money at all 
with which to finance them on 
a continuing, or permanent, 
basis. We have funds only to 
finance them out of our balance 
on a one-year basis. This means 
that if new services are to be 
financed on a permanent basis 
this financing must come from 
new or increased taxes. 

To attempt to impose new or 
increased taxes is a step to be 
taken only after a most thor- 


the first 19 months of this bien- 
nium less than $60,000 of that 
appropriation was spent. In) 
that field our appropriation ap- 
pears to be sufficient but we | 
are faced with a recruitment of 
scarce specialized personnel 
which is a problem not con- 
fined to Missouri. I believe in 
that program, but we need to 
find means to assimilate it. 

“We have the further prob- 
lem of how to properly and hu- 
manely care for senile patients 
without hindrance to over-all 
progress in our dealing with 
mental disease in our mental 
institutions. I find that regard- 
less of the desire of the Leg- 
islature or of my own desire 
to solve that problem much 
research in Administration 
needs to be conducted and 
specific plans must be devel- 
oped before an administratively 
feasible solution can be worked 
out on a state-wide basis. It 
seems to me the legislation 
could more logically follow 
than precede the development 
of feasible plans. 

Urges Better Salaries. 

We have had studies of gen- 
eral problems in a number of 
fields and much good legisla- 
tion, but while the Legislature 
can legislate it cannot admin- 
ister by means of legislation. 
If the desires of the Legislature 
and myself are going to be 
translated into reality, the ex- 
ecutive branch of your state 
government is going to have to 
become better equipped to do 
the job. 

Part of that can be accom- 
plished by providing better sal- 
aries—and some of the more 
urgently needed salary _in- 
creases will have to be provided 
right away to retain or secure 
needed personnel to perform 
specific duties or assignments— 
but here again the over-all task 
is not a simple one, or one to 
be completed hastily. Unless 
proper study is made—and it 
will be a voluminous study be- 
cause of the number of posi- 
tions and size of state govern- 
ment—we can easily find our- 
selves providing differing sal- 
aries for like work and inad- 
vertently establishing other in- 
equities which would reduce 
the effectiveness of the in- 
creased salary levels. 

In asking for a budget staff 
I hope to make this and other 
studies. Even a year is a brief 
span in light of the enormity of 
the task. To be realistic I must 
say only a start can be made. 
But given the tools of adminis- 
tration—and I shall perhaps 
ask for more than a budget staff 
in this respect—I shall make 
the most conscientious effort I 
can. 


My enthusiasm for some of 
the new programs has led me to 
hope we could start them im- 
mediately but upon assuming 
office more and more informa- 
tion that I did not have previ- 
ously is coming to me. I be- 
lieve it is in the best interest of 
proposed new programs that we 
take the necessary time to pre- 
pare for them administratively 
and to find where the money 
will come from for their perma- 
nent financing. While my en- 
thusiasm for the programs is no 
less, I am convinced that it is 
in the best interest of the state 
to face the facts. When new 
revenues will be needed to 
maintain our present services 
and provide for new ones, the 
seriousness of the fact that we 
will have to ask for heavier 
taxation must not escape us for 
a moment. 

Our citizens already bear a 
staggering total tax burden 
from local, state and Federal 
Governments. We should in my 
judgment ask for new taxes 
only, as I said in my budget 
message: 

(1) After we are sure our 
state is receiving full value 
received from the tax dollars 
it is now spending for exist- 
ing services, and only 

(2) After it is demonstrated 
that Missouri citizens want 
new and expanded services 
sufficiently to pay new taxes 


that we should 
avoid hasty action. In my judg- 
ment it is far better—indeed, it 
is the more logical course—to 
take our time and endeavor to 
provide the services on a basis 


ough consideration of 
sible consequences. 
embark on a program of new 
services without a sound ap- 
proach to the providing of the 
new revenues needed for the 
continuation of those services 
could bring hardship and dis- 
appointment to many thousands 
of our people. — 

If we provide new services 
and then find it impossible to 
impose more taxes to maintain 
them on a permanent basis, then 
the level of our present serv- 
ices would have to be reduced 
still further to accommodate 
the financing of the new serv-

paper and so that they will be 
fair and equitable to both direct 
beneficiaries of state services 
and the public at large. 

For that reason I am not at 
this time recommending any 
measures for new services. It is 
the course of action which I be- 
lieve is best designed to bring 
solutions of our .problems on a 
sound basis. I shall possibly 
submit further thoughts to you 
later, particularly in the field 
of obtaining the necessary ad-

However, here also I suggest

Tapidly. Let us first appropriate 
only on a scale on which we 
'can reasonably expect to recruit 
'the number and caliber of men 
Ww tho can be trained and assimi- 
and put to good use and 
‘no more. After consultations 
with Col. Hugh Waggoner and 
after studying highway safety 
| statistics, I am of the opinion 
that we cannot reasonably ex- 
| pect to recruit, train and assimi- 
late more than about 100 men 
during the coming year. 

Of course, along with the 
appropriation measures in my 
Budget and the expenses of the 
budget staff and of the High- 
way Patrol, the General Assem- 
bly will be busily occupied with 
the many other measures which 
do not affect state government 
finances, or which affect them 
only in inconsequential ways; 
for example, local legislation, 
revision bills, criminal, civil, 
probate and juvenile law revi- 
sion and many other matters. 

I earnestly urge that you 
continue to study what we 
can do to elevate our public 
health services (our appropri- 
ations are the lowest of any 
state except Ohio); what more 
can be done for our retarded 
children, for those who are 
mentally ill; what to do for 
those in our mental institu- 
tions who require only cus- 
todial care; what medical care 
we can give those receiving 
old-age assistance, aid for 
their dependent children and 

aid to disabled or blind per- 
sons; what can be done to se- 
cure gainful employment for 
our elder citizens, whether 
we now can increase the pay 
and mileage of jurors. 

How we shall reorganize 
and improve our probation 
and parole system and estab- 
lish the indeterminate sen- 
tencing»procedure of persons 
convicted of felonies so as to 
equalize their sentences, what 
we can do to abolish conflicts 
of our laws with those of 
other states where our public 
policy will benefit, and how 
best to establish as early as 
possible a state human rights 
commission to develop means 
for educating ourselves so we 
may bring an end to religious 
and racial discrimination in 
our state and, meanwhile, I 
earnestly recommend that you 
go farward with your search 
in our tax structure for all 
revenues it can afford and 
that you carefully study what 
proposed new or expanded 
programs will cost. 

In summary, I believe if we 
follow through soundly on the 
fiscal plan I described in the 
budget message that has. been 
submitted we will have taken | 
care of the immediate needs of 
our state agencies despite a dif- 


school program in full; we will 
have provided for a _ budget 
staff to implement sound budget- 
ing as recommended by the 
State Reorganization Commis- 
sion; and, by following the 
course suggested in this message 
we will establish the adminis- 
trative foundation necessary for 
initiating a number of needed 
and expanded programs. 

At the same time we will be 
laying the groundwork for se- 
curing the added financing re- 
quired for these programs and 
for maintaining present pro- 
grams on an acceptable level, 
while taking an important im- 
mediate step which we are in 
position to finance toward re- 
ducing the slaughter on our 
highways. I believe if this is the 
picture we can present at the 
end of this legislative session 
we will have made a good start 
toward placing our state on a 
sound basis and that our 
achievement will not be in- 
considerable. 


JUDGE RULES TEACHERS 
CAN'T STRIKE, WALKOUT ENDS 


MANCHESTER, N.H., Feb. 6 
(AP)—Striking Manchester pub- 
lic school teachers returned to 
their classrooms today follow- 
ing a superior court ruling that 
they do not have the right to 
strike against the city. 

Their decision to return to 
work ended a two-day strike 
that closed the city’s two high 
schools and 22 elementary 
schools and gave more than 
— pupils an unexpected holi- 

ay. 

Judge Robert F. Griffith is- 
sued a temporary injunction 
yesterday against the Manches- 
ter Teachers Guild in which he 
said, “Public school teachers 
do not have the right to strike 
against the city.” 

The Guild, an independent or- 
ganization, represents nearly all 
of Manchester’s 365 public 
school teachers who struck 
Monday to press their demands 
for wage increases. The teach- 
ers are seeking to have their 
current maximum _ salaries, 
ranging from $4014 to $4414, in- 
creased to $4700 to $5300. An 
appeal is planned by the Guild.

expression of disgust’at its slow 
feet and the desire to annihi- 
late it.

By itself, the old Gestapo 
file was proof of nothing. The 
Nazis, for political and other 
reasons. undoubtedly had 
accused many innocent persons 
of being Communists. 

Agents sifted through ev- 
ery record they could find 
that might produce any sort 
of lead. They turned to the 
file of the 1946 Canadian 
spy case in which Igor Gou- 
zenko, the cipher clerk, had 
fled from the Russian em- 
bassy at Ottawa to disclose 
the operation of an atomic spy 
ring. In this file was a photo- 
graphic copy of an address book 
picked up by Canadian police. 
Among the names was the 
entry: “Klaus Fuchs, 84 George 
Lane, University of Edinburg, 
Scotland.” 

Hoover notified British in- 
telligence (M15) of the new 
developments. M15 = agents 
shadowed Fuchs. By the end 
of October the British them- 
selves had decided he was 
the atomic spy—or at least 
one of them.

T was December, 1949, 
when William J. Skardon, 
Harwell security officer, 

tapped on Fuchs’ door. 

Once inside, he told Fuchs 

he was of passing 

information to the Russians. 
Fuchs seemed surprised. 
ie have not done any such 


Fuchs continued to deny 
his guilt. But on Jan. 24, 
1950, he sent word te Skar- 
don that he wished to see him. 

The confession came tum- 
bling from Fuchs’ lips. Yes, he 
had given the Russians atomic 
secrets from the time he began 
wo on nuclear research 
in 1942 until a year ago. He 
had sought out the Russians

K to trial in Old Bailey on 
March 1. He pleaded guilty 
to charges of giving “to persons 
unknown” information § calcu- 
lated to be useful to an enemy. 


Lord Chief Justice God- 
dard, after hearing the evi- 
dence, said to Fuchs: “You 
have betrayed the  hospital- 
ity and protection given to you 
with the grossest treachery ... 
The maximum sentence 
ordained is 14 years. That is 
the sentence I pass upon you.” 

In this country, the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy was to say: 
“It is hardly an exaggera- 
tion to say’ that Fuchs alone 
has influenced the safety of 
more people and accomplished 
greater damage than any other 
spy not only in the history of 
the United States but in the 
history of nations.”

The ap- 
proach actually taken by South 
would have won the contract— 
with overtricks galore we con- 
cede—whenever the jack of 
diamonds dropped on any of the 
first three rounds of the suit. 
But how about, with the smart 
looking 10 and nine included in 
dummy’s holding, overtaking 
South’s own diamond queen 
with one of dummy’s high ones, 
thus gaining an extra entry to 
dummy? This line of play would 
have insured three or more no- 
trump against all fortuitous dia- 
mond drops as well as four to 
the jack in either defending 
hand. It could have lost an 
extra overtrick on all three- 
three breaks, but could not have 
lost the contract on any possi- 
ble distribution which declarer’s 
actual play would have taken 
care of. And obviously, as this 
particular deal demonstrates, it 
would have handled the highly 
likely four to the jack possi- 
bility, in either hand.

getting the answer to one ques- 
tion: Who was the Stranger, 
the mystery man to whom Fuchs 
slipped atomic information on 
at least 10 occasions? 


The single clue on which 
to work was a vague de- 
scription by Fuchs of a man 
in his middle years, say 40 
to 45. About 5 feet 10. Round 
face. Not a physicist. Prob- 
ably not even an atomic em- 
ploye. Perhaps a chemist. 

“Perhaps a chemist ... ”™ 


The search narrowed. Now 
the FBI concentrated on find- 
ing a chemist who would fit 
the description. Agents pored 
over files and records. The task 
was enormous, For example, in 
1945, New York City alone had 
issued 75,000 licensing permits 
to chemical firms. 


But by the slow process 
of elimination the possibilities 
thinned to 1500 ...1000... 
1000 . . . 20 and then at last to 
Harry Gold. 

Gold’s name had come to 
the FBI's attention in May 1947, 
during an investigation which 
grew out of information 
supplied by Miss Elizabeth T. 
Bentley, a self-confessed Com- 
munist courier. The file showed 
that Gold was a chemist. 

A further check disclosed 
that Gold was now in charge 
of biological research at the

Philadelphia General  hospi- 
tal’s heart station. On May 
15, 1950 — some six weeks 
after Fuchs’ conviction—two FBI 
agents visited the Philadelphia 
hospital.

WEEK passed, during which 

Gold was questioned sev- 

eral times, and finally he 
said to the agents, “I’ve told 
you everything I know. I’ve 
got nothing to hide. If it will 
help, go ahead and _ search 
the place.” He gave his writ- 
ten consent for the search of 
his home. 

One of the agents looked 
behind a bookcase. He picked 
up a yellow folder, one of 
those Chamber of Commerce 
maps for tourists, It was a 
map of “Santa Fe, the Capi- 
tal City.” 

The agent spread the map 
open. “You said you had 
never been west of the Missis- 
sippi? Or have you?” 

Harry Gold stared at the 
map. Then suddenly he 
seemed to crumple, like a 
man so bone-weary that he 
couldn’t carry his burden an- 
other step. 

Gold said, “I ...I am the 
man to whom Klaus Fuchs 
gave his information.” 

Just as with Klaus Fuchs, 
once the words began they 
came in a steady flow. He 
told how he picked up the 
information and gave it 
promptly to “John,” whom 
he later identified as Anatoli A. 
Yakovlev, Russian vice counsul 
in New York, 

Gold was indicted by a 
Brooklyn grand jury on a 
charge of conspiracy to vio- 
late the Espionage Act of 
1917. He pleaded guilty in 
Philadelphia on July 20, 1950, 
and was sentenced to 30 
years’ imprisonment,

Washington Society 
Basically Political

ny WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. 
‘aw OLITICS is basically what Washington is all about, and 
“#” Washington society is, therefore, basically political. In 
™. Washington you get elected to your place in society 
or appointed to it. You have it by virtue of your job or 
win it on your profession- 
al merits. You also may 
buy it with the money you 
spend on entertainment. 
But you are rarely born 
to it because very few 
persons in the government 
and its associated profes- 
sions are native to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The social influence 
of the “cave-dwellers,” 
those native Washington- 
jans of good family who 
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vat — once were the backbone 
of Capital society, is steadily dwindling. They have been 
‘overwhelmed by the proliferation of government agencies 
amd the consequent growth of Washington’s population. 
“3heir names rarely appear in the society columns in their 
“own right. It is only when they entertain, or are enter- 
tained by official society, that they emerge from anonymity 
to win the attention of the society reporters and the pub- 
y-lic. But politics, government, the diplomatic corps, the law, 
* the press, inherited wealth—these, generally speaking, com- 
_pose the society of Washington.

White House Less Dominant. 


N quieter times the White-House was the focal point of 
J Wesninston society, but in recent years it has had a less 

dominant position. Except for an occasional stag din- 
ner or a ladies’ tea, the President and Mrs, Eisenhower 
confine themselves to a set’ 
series of receptions that 
have assumed a formal- 
ized pattern. 

The guests, usually in 
formal dress, spend an 
hour or two in a line mov- 
ing .slowly through the 
downstairs rooms of the 
White House. They get a 
quick handshake and 
greeting from the Presi- 
dent and his lady, drink a 
little punch and go home. 

As foreign dignitaries 
come to Washington with fair regularity, there is rarely 
a month that passes without its round of diplomatic func- 
tions. The cost of these is not modest. A buffet supper 
for 300, caterers say, will be around $2500. 

If there is any question about rank and precedence, 
the answer can usually be given by Mrs. Carolyn Hagner 
Shaw, whose “Social List’—known informally as “The 
Green Book”—contains the names of some 6000 officials, 
diplomats, military officers and “blue blood.” 

In more localized groupings there are the “George- 
town Set,” the “Chevy Chase Set” and the “Spring Valley 
Set.” There is also the “Country Club Set” which re- 
volves around the Chevy Chase, Congressional, Burning 
Tree and other clubs. There are the “cultural set” and 
the “military set” and, just across the Potomac river in 
historic Alexandria, Va., there is the “Alexandria set” con- 
cerned with protecting old houses and commemorating the 
Father of His Country. ; 

It is principally in Georgetown that the “cave dwell- 
ers”—such old-line families as the Devereuxs, Greens, 

Huidekopers, Mackalls, Dorseys and Dulaneys—hold forth. 
This is virtually the last stronghold of traditional society 
with a capital “S.” 

Still another aspect of Washington Society is found 
in the hunting and farm country beyond the metropolitan 
area. In lush, rolling Virginia and Maryland, many a 
Washingtonian has staked a home and quite a few have 
Black Angus cattle and a horse or two. “Around Potomac, 
Md., and Warrenton and Leesburg, Va., and out in the 
Shenandoah Valley, the fox is pursued in season, and many 
a hunt party is given. 

Thus, in a changing world, Washington society pre- 
sents a pattern both unique and consistent. There have 
been new people, hundreds of thousands of them, since 
Peggy Eaton and Kate Chase rocked the town, but their 
reason for coming here has always been the same: either 
to participate in politics and government or to perform 
commercial and educational services for those who do 
participate.

Concern for 
Hungarian 
Refugees

NEW YORK. 
WAS happy to have had a 
few words Saturday night 

with \Tracy 5. . 
chairman of the President's 
Committee for Hungarian Re- 
lief, at a dinnet given by the 
American Hungarian Medical 
Association for the benefit of 
Hungarian refugees. 

The Association helps in Eu- 
rope as well as in this country, 
and I am glad it does, for the 
refugee burden on Austria and 
Yugoslavia must be great. 

Mr. Voorhees told me that 
efforts were being made not 
only to move Hungarian refu- 
gees out of Camp Kilmer, N.J., 
quickly but to give them an 
opportunity to learn the Jan- 
guage and to get them into 
work similar to that which they 
were doing in their own country,

HE ALSO MENTIONED that 
attempts were being made to 
bear in mind the needs of refu- 
ne in accustoming themselves

And I think 
that this is because we are 
readily moved by people who 
fight for freedom. 

I have been interested in how 
our San Francisco chapter of 
the American Association for 
the United Nations has sup- 
ported a tremendous campaign 
to raise money to help. Nine 
Bay area organizations have 
been supplying aid to the vic- 
tims of the Hungarian suppres- 
sion, coming together at the 
invitation of the A.A.U.N. there. 
They already have forwarded 
$21,015.62 in relief funds. 

Colleges in the area have 
helped much, too, gathering 
money from such places as Van- 
couver, British Columbia; Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Flagstaff, 
Ariz. Some persons have 
pledged monthly contributions, 
and donations have run from 
50 cents to $1000. 

A refugee benefit ball, plans 
for which were made to coin- 
cide with the visit of Peter 
Casson, representative ‘of the 
High Commissioner for Refu- 
gees in Geneva, Switzerland, 
was a tremendous success. 

No administration costs were 
charged by the organization, 
which received many gifts from 
industry im the area and sent 
out information on the drive 
up and down the West Coast. 
This is the spirit which makes 
us proud of our countrymen.

LTHOUGH it ts midwinter, 
A wien in earlier times egg 

production was at its low- 
est point, the pampered hens of 
today are quite unconscious of 
the outside temperature. 


In December, the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture purchased many cases to 
be distributed to schools where 
luncheon service for the pupils 
is carried on. Any housekeeper 
who makes a large use of eggs 
will be ‘wise to make purchases 
now for later use if she has 
freezing facilities. 


Eggs need not take up an un- 
due amount of space, as they 
should be removed carefully 
from the shells and placed in 
plastic or metal boxes that, of 
course, must have tight-fitting 
covers. A tiny bit of salt should 
be added, as this keeps them 
smooth. 

The frozen eggs can be used 
for scrambling, or for a French 
omelet. They will be useful for 
muffins, griddlecakes and other 
hot breads. Spongecakes, that 
are usually a specialty when 
eggs are at a low price, can be 
made just as well from frozen 
as from fresh eggs. 

The recipe for party sponge- 
cakes is more delicate than the 
one for everyday cake which is, 
however, sweeter and has more 
body. Perhaps because it was 
made so often in my childhood 
home, I am particularly fond 
of this simple and easy cake. 
Wonderful with ice cream! 


Everyday Spongecake. 


One cup sifted cake flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three eggs,
